SKEGNESS  INFANT  WELFARE. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  each  Friday  from  2 — 4  p.m. 
Doctor  and  health  Visitor  are  in  attendance,  all  other  duties  being 
carried  out  by  members  of  the  Voluntary  Committee. 

National  Milk,  Orange  Juice  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  are  dispensed. 

Babies  are  weighed  and  have  medical  treatment  when  necessary, 
and  are  immunised  against  Diphtheria.  The  average  number  of 
mothers  attending  every  week  with  their  babies  and  small  children 
is  70.  Toddlers  are  now  attending  the  clinic  on  alternate  Mondays 
and  have  sunlight  treatment. 

Immunisation  and  Vaccination  by  any  General  Practitioner  in 
the  town. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mrs.  D.  T.  Edwards  for  this  excellent  report 
and  for  which  I  tender  my  grateful  thanks.  I  also  wish  to  thank 
the  nurses  and  Committee  of  the  Association  for  their  excellent  work 
throughout  the  year. 
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HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 


Arrangements  are  made  to  send  infectious  cases  to  the  Isolation 
Hospitals  at  Boston,  Lincoln  or  Grimsby. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  has  arranged  for  the  regular  at¬ 
tendance  at  Skegness  and  District  Hospital  for  out-patient  clinics,  of 
a  Physician,  Surgeon,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  Gynecologist,  Cadeolo- 
gist.  Paediatrician  and  Radiologist.  An  Ophthalmologist  attends 
at  the  Lumley  Hotel  on  2nd  and  4th  Thursday  of  each  month. 
There  is  also  a  department  for  Physiotherapy. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

There  is  a  local  centre  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  and 
sessions  are  held  each  week  on  Thursday  evenings. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  County  Council  provide  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 
A  clinic  for  this  purpose  is  established  at  Skegness,  and  sessions  are 
held  each  Tuesday  afternoon.  An  arrangement,  whereby  cases  of 
suspected  tuberculosis  can  be  X-Rayed  at  Skegness  Hospital  has 
proved  most  convenient  and  beneficial  to  the  residents  of  Skegness. 

Nursing  Homes. 

Sandune  Nursing  Home  is  providing  very  good  service  in  the 
care  of  maternity  cases. 

GENERAL  HEALTH. 

There  is  nothing  outstanding  to  report  as  the  general  health  of 
the  town  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

DAY  NURSERY. 

The  Nursery  was  open  during  the  summer  months  and  accom¬ 
modated  children  from  one  to  five  years  of  age.  The  nursery  is 
now  carried  on  by  Councillor  Mrs.  E.  Barratt  in  a  voluntary 
capacity  and  in  her  very  capable  hands  is  very  successful.  An 
epidemic  of  measles  cut  down  the  attendances  very  considerably  in 
mid-summer.  I  think  Mrs.  Barratt’ s  efforts  in  this  direction  are  to 
be  highly  commended. 

Scavenging. 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  and  the 
cleansing  of  earth  closets,  privies  and  cesspools  in  the  area  is  carried 
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out  by  the  Council,  and  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Sani- 
tary  Inspector. 

Salvage  work  requires  constant  thought  and  attention,  and  ex¬ 
cellent  results  were  obtained  during  the  year  from  this  source. 

Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

A  classihed  statement  of  the  number  of  premises  visited,  the 
defects  or  nuisances  discovered,  and  the  action,  or  result  of  action 
taken  in  regard  to  these  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Schools. 

The  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply  at  the  public  elemen¬ 
tary  schools  are  good. 

The  County  School  Medical  Officer  regularly  inspects  the 
Schools  and  the  children.  Any  treatment  required  can  be  obtained 
through  the  medical  practitioners  in  the  town  and  through  the 
various  schemes  provided  by  the  Education  Committee. 

Shops  Act. 

Inspections  are  made  from  time  to  time  and  the  action  taken 
will  be  found  in  the  tabulated  report. 

Housing. 

Good  progress  is  still  being  made  in  the  building  of  houses  by 
your  Council.  I  am  pleased  to  note  that  more  houses  are  to  be 
erected  for  aged  persons.  Whilst  I  am  aware  that  some  over¬ 
crowding  does  exist  it  is  difficult  to  assess  the  true  position  without 
a  complete  housing  survey.  The  overcrowding  problem  has  of 
course  been  eased  over  the  past  few  years  by  the  erection  of  new 
houses  by  your  Council.

Water  Supply.

The  slaughterhouses  controlled  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  and 
situate  in  Richmond  Drive  are  visited  by  your  Council’s  Sanitary 
Inspector  during  hours  of  slaughter. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  in  connection  with  food  inspection 
will  be  found  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report. 

Shops,  stalls,  vehicles  and  places  where  food  is  stored  or  pre¬ 
pared  for  sale  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  are,  on  the  whole, 
clean  and  well  kept. 

The  adoption  of  Bye-laws  relating  to  food  hygiene  should  assist 
materially  in  the  drive  for  cleaner  food. 

Milk  Supply. 

Visits  were  paid  to  cowsheds  in  the  district  until  the  time  when 
the  powers  vested  in  the  local  authority  were  transferred  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture.  Six  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
biological  examination  and  all  gave  a  negative  result.  Twenty-one 
samples  of  milk  procured  for  analysis  gave  satisfactory  results,  and 
one  sample  was  unsatisfactory. 


Milk  Special  Designations  Order. 

There  is  one  licensed  producer  of  pasteurised  milk  and  one 
licensed  dealer  of  T.T.  milk.  License  was  granted  to  an  establish¬ 
ment  to  bottle  accredited  milk. 

Ice  Cream. 

Sixteen  samples  of  ice-cream  were  sent  for  analysis  and  all 
complied  with  the  prescribed  test.  It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  the 
considerable  improvement  which  is  being  made  in  the  production 
methods  of  this  commodity. 

Bakehouses. 

These  are  all  of  good  type  and  construction  and  are  kept  in  very 
good  condition.  No  complaint  was  necessary  against  these  during 
the  year.  There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  area.

The  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  carrying  out  this  Act.
